Tells Results/ 
in Cotton Test 


Results of the 1953 cotton'* variety 
tests/ conducted at the University 
erf. ^;. Arkansas,T-Xajit ^MjiLL 
Branch 'Experiment'Statton 
here, were 
announced today by 


Cecil M. Bittle,^ assistant director 
in charge. 


Yields were unusually high in 


1953, 
ranging from 1,043 pounds of 


lint.and 2,738 pounds 'of seed cotton 
per acre, produced by Stoneville 
62-84, down to 805 pounds of lint and 
2,294 pounds of seed cotton pro- 
duced by Dortch 1. 


Much of the success of the test 


can be attributed to the insect con- 
trol program maintained through- 
out the season, Mr. Bittle stated. . 


Among early-maturing varieties, 


Stoneville 62-84, Empire WR, and 
D&PL Fox have performed well in 
this and previous ; tests,' whereas 
Stoneville 62-84 and Deltapine 15 
are among the better varieties hav- 
ing a'high, gin turn-out.. ,
